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Therefore for as much as the Chriſtian Church is much diſquiated by 
many Schiſm and Hereſies, I thank Gon for having given me the Reſo- 
lation to receive my Baptiſm, and to annex myſelf to the Confeſſion of 
Faith, and Doctrine of the Catholick and Apoſtohick Church retorm'd, 
which I believe to be the only Jeruſalem from above, the Mother of 
all the Faithful; Gal. 4 26. 

And in this Place I think myſelf oblig'd to confeſs-to you the weak 
(in appearance but however wonderful) means, which it pleas'd Gop to 
make uſe of to draw me out of Judlaiſin. | | | 

6 ut three Years ago, being at Prague, which is the Capital 
City of Bohemia, wherein a great N umber of Jews dwell, and walking 

about the City, a poor School Boy came up to me and ask'd ſomething 
© out of Charity, I at firſt refus'd it to him, and for no other Reaſons , 
indeed but becauſe he was a Chriſtian, I curs'd him thro' Ignorance; 
* and ſeeing I was not diſpos'd to give him any thing, he offer d to ſell 
me a Book which he held in his Hand; I anſwer'd him, I had no 
« defire to read Chriſtian Books, but however ſeeing he importun'd 
f me, faying that if I would but read this Book, I ſhould find my Sal-

vation in it, and fearing at the ſame Time to receive ſome Diſpleaſure 
of the other Chriſtians who were looking at me. I bought this Book 
for a ſmall Matter, and having thrown it in a Trunk as a Thing of 
no Value, I thought no more of it; and about a Year after as I was 
looking in that Trunk for ſome Cloaths, I caſt my Eye upon that 
Book, and having open'd it without knowing what it was, I fancy'd 
it to be a New Teſtament ; I remark'd in the Margin ſome Quota- 
tions of Jeremiah and Jſaiah, theſe Names of the Prophets gave me 
the Curioſity to read it, and afterwards to confer the Paſſages therein 
cited, with the Text in the Hebrew of the Old Teſtament, and the Con- 
« formity which I found in it touc'd my Soul fo ſenſibly, that from that 
Time I reſolv'd to read it thoroughly.“ C 2 As 
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As I was reading this Book Gop opened my Eyes by Degrees, and I 
began to think that myſelf, and all thoſe of my Nation were in Error; 
in order to clear up my Doubts, I made my Application to the moſt 
Learned among us, asking them the Explanation of the Paſſages which 
I had read in the Prophets, without diſcovering to them that I had a 
New Teſtament, for if I had I ſhould have been badly treated; their 
Anſwers did not fatisfy me, but on the Contrary begot in me a greater 
Miſtruſt, and when I preſs'd them to explain ſome formal Paſſages they 
anſwer' d me Sthouma, that is to ſay, it is a hidden Thing, but having a 
Deſire to know thoſe Things which were hid from them and me alto; 
I went into Palonia in hopes of having better Inſtructions from the other 
Rabbis who were there, but all the Anſwer I got was, That they com- 
manded me to be ſilent. upon thoſe, Matters. | EE 
From that Timer I continued with Aſſiduity to compare both the 
Old and New Teſtaments together, (having before loſt all my Time in 
reading the Talmud) I reſolv'd to quit the Judaiſm, and to make 
myſelf a Chriſtian; for this Reaſon I retired to Dantzick, where over- 
coming the Apprehenſion of all Dangers, I refolv'd to travel to Rome, 
and having embark'd at Dant{ick for Amſterdam wher I ſtay d few Days, 
I went from that to France, reſolv'd to go to Rome which I thought to 
be the Mother of all Churches. | | 
But Gop through his Mercy ſhorten'd my Journey very much, and 
2 not that coming out of one Precipice I ſhould fall in another. 
Therefore having a Deſire to ſpeak with ſome of the Monks, in hopes, 
through his Means to get Letters of Recommendation to Rome, I freely 
acknowledg'd myſelf a Few, and expreis'd the great Deſire I had of be- 
coming a Chriſtian, and of being Baptiz d, he prais'd my Deſire, and 
preſs d upon me not to delay my Baptiſm any longer, to which I anfwer'd, 
that being not yet ſufficiently ſtrengthen'd, I was willing to know on 
what Foundation I was to build, before I quitted that in which I had 
been inſtructed. From thence he took the Opportunity to ſpeak to me 
of the principal Points of his Religion, upon which alſo I made him un- 
derſtand my Doubts, and the Difficulties I had to believe them, and 
ask d him whether they believ' d and taught the ſame Things at Rome, 
he anſwer'd me yes. Therefore, after having examin'd his Doctrine with 
what I daily read in the Oli and New' Teſtament, I have found it im- 
poſſible for me to believe that the Church in which he is, is the True 
PR Church. 
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Church. Thereſore to meet with it, ſuch as my Soul might have no more 
Scruples to embrace it, I paſs d into this Country, and had Conference 
with thoſe of the Reform'd Church, have made Enquiries into their 
Doctrines, in which Gop be prais'd and thank d, have found the Con- 
tent which I ſo long defir'd.
